CHICAGO, Nov. 12.—The life of 
George M. Pullman and that of John B. 
Griffin, the manager of the Pullman 
building in this city, were menaced by 
an insane man tonight. Both men were 
to have been shot and killed on or be- 
fore the h and 27th of this month. 
The delay of the maniac in making up 
his mind who would be the first vic- 
tim gave the police time to arrest him. 
The prisoner is Willlam Sherman, who 
has been employed as a window-cleaner 
around the Pullman building. A wo- 
man fortune-teller is at present held 
responsible for the suggestion that 
placed the lives of Pullman and his 
manager in jeopardy, and the police are 
now endeavoring to find her and ask 
why she advised her patrons to com- 

mit murder.

According to Turkish official advices 
received by the government today the 
Armenians of Zeitoun have, since 
capturing the batallion of Turkish 
troops and practically obtaining pos- 
session of the city, attacked the vil- 
lage of Tchoukorhissar, killed thirty- 
five Mussulmans, pillaged a house at 
Dunghel, and carried off the arms and 
cattle of the inhabitants of that neigh- 
borhood. The Armenians are also said 
to have assassinated the secretary” of 
the Collector of Customs of that part 
of the country. The vali of Adama, a 
town situated some distance from Zel- 
toun and near the coast, telegraphed 
that two hundred Armenians, disguised 
as Circassians, have attacked and 
plundered the Musselmans’ villages of 
Zeitoun, Well and Marl, killing a num- 


ber of the inhabitants. 


It is believed in some Armenian 
quarters here that the estimate of 10,- 
000 Armenians killed during the recent 
massacre as cabled to the Assoctated

NEW YORK, Nov. 12.—(Special Dis- 
patch:) Warren Ratcliff McVeigh and 
Paul Tupper Wilkes fought a duel with 
revolvers at short distance on the Pal- 
isades at Fort Lee early this morning: 
They were seconded by Robert Ratcliff 
Owens and Frank Butler. Both men 
were wounded. 

The four young men engaged in the 
affair of honor are well known locally, 
while three of them enjoy reputations 
that might almost be called national. 
McVeigh is a newspaper man, a writer

of Southern society. Wilkes is famous 
throughout the West as the slayer of 
George Shepard, one of the leaders of 
the Riel rebellion. 

The cause of the duel no one except 
the principals themselves knows. The 
ostensible one was a quarrel resulting 
from an argument that arose between 
McVeigh and Wilkes, while the four 
gentlemen were dining together at the 
Astor House on Monday evening. The 
quarrel went on so quietly that not 
even the diners at the adjoining tables 
knew about it.

Chicago Wholesale Grocers Combin- 


ing With Northwestern Millers. 

(MBPGULAR ASSOUVIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

CHICAGO, Nov. 12.—A local paper 
gays that, growing out of an attempt 
on the part of a majority of the whole- 
sale grocers in this city to form a com- 
binatién with the big Northwestern 
millers, a flour war has broken’ out. 
Prices on the leading brands have 
been cut sharply by the local grocers. 

Last week the Washburn-Crosby 
Company was approached by repre- 
sentatives of the wholesale grocers and 
asked to put a “limited price” on flour. 
“The reason assigned for the request 
was that cutting was going on, and 
that by combini.g what is known asa 
factor basis in established price might 
be fixed .whereby the grocers would 
nominally act as agents for the millers, 
and those who would not accept terms 
given.to factors; or a mutual equality 
basis of selling prices, be shut off from 
the advantages given to factors.

CHICAGO, Nov. 12.—It is now defi-

MEGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—The Post 

will say tomorrow that Secretary Car- 
lisle may be appointed to the Supreme 
Court bench to succeed the late Justice 
Jackson. The Post says that some time 
ago the President had practically fixed 
upon Judge Peckham of New York for 
the place. It then continues: 

“All these plans, however, are said 
to have been changed by the recent 
elections. Had Kentucky elected a 
Democratic Legislature it was confi- 
dently expected that Mr. Carlisle would, 
on the 4th of March, 1897, step from the 
Cabinet into the Senate. This antici- 
pation cannot now be realized. The 
political revolution in Kentucky has 
also materially affected Mr. Carlisle's 
chances for the Presidential nomina- 
tion, as well as greatly reduced the ad- 
visability of being a candidate, with 
the odds so largely against Democrats.

Prisoners in the County Jail at 
Helena Get Morphine. 
(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS RETORT) 
DENVER (Colo.,) Nov. 12.—A special

The finan- 
cial situation here continues to be un- 
satisfactory in spite of the efforts of 
the Imperial Bank to bolster up the 
finances of the Turkish empire. In fact 
bourse Dusiness here is almost entirely 
suspended, and it is believed that this 
condition of affairs will continue until 
the European powers demonstrate to the 
Sultan in the only manner that he is 
capable of understanding that the cru- 
elty and incompetency of the Turkish 
officials can no longer be permitted to 
endanger the peace of Europe. 

A prominent member of the diplo- 
matic corps was quoted today as say- 
ing that “the end of all this business is 
fast approaching, and this is the view 
taken of the situation by Europeans 
generally. It is understood that the 
powers have at kast decided that 
further “identical notes,” or other such 
communications, are useless in the case 
of Abdul Hamid, and that ‘only prompt 
and efficient military action is likely to 
have an influence upon him. 

The rumors so persistently ctrculated 
for many weeks past as to the proba- 
bility that the Sultan will be deposed 
were repeated on all sides today and it 


was met at the door by two masked 
men with drawn revolvers. The pack- 
age containing $20,000 was demanded 
and the agent was compelled to open 
the safe and give it up. The agent 
said nothing about the remaining 
packages and the robbers left at once.”

The Southern Pacific’s Competitors 
Join Issue With It.

CHICAGO, Nov. 12.—The roads com-

THE CANAL REPORT. 


Changes Made in the Proposed Route 
by the Commissioners. 
(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT) 

NE WYORK, Nov. 13.—A special to 
the Herald from Washington says that 
trustworthy information has been re- 
ceived as to the contents of the reports 
of the commission which examined into 
the feasibility and cost, and recom- 
mended a route for the Nicaraguan Ca- 
nal. The report is in the hands of the 
President, who is using ft in connec- 
tion with his work in the annual mes- 
sage to Congress. The report indicates 
that a canal across the isthmus via the 
Nicaraguan route is entirely feasible 
from engineering points of view. The 
cost of the project, as estimated, is 
$110,000,000, but it is stated this sum is 
too small by some aftillions. 

The commission was nearly three 
months engaged in its survey work. 
The route, as proposed by the commis- 
sion is 173 miles long, or three or four 
miles longer than that which the ca- 
nal company proposed. The commis- 
sion made surveys to the right and left 
of the company’s route and has sug- 
gested some changes, which it believes 
will be advantageous. The com™is- 
sion’s waterway will be supplied with 
locks. The San Juan River and Lake 
Nicaragua will be employed, but the 
former will require considerable dredg- 
ing. The lake is fifty-six and a half 
miles across, from the San Juan to the 
mouth of the La Jas. Some dreging 
will be required on the west coast of 
the lake, which is shoal for a distance 
of something like 1350 feet. Brito will 

the western terminus of the canal 
and e distance from this port is a 
little more than seventeen miles. 

The estimate has been made that, in 
order to complete the canal which the 
commission proposes, six years will be 
required, and in order to finish within

Henry Wyman, receiver of the Globe 
Investment Company at Boston, filed 
his report yesterday morning.

LISBON, Nov. 12.—Dispatches re- 
ceived today from Lorenzo Marques, 
Portuguese East Africa, say that T- 
tuguese attacked the army under com4 
mand of Chief Gungunhana, near Lake 
Coolera. After an engagement of forty 
minutes the natives were repulsed 
with great loss of life. Of the Portu- 
guese troops, five were ed and 
thirty-five wounded. 


Ex-Senator Palmer Burned Out. 


DETROIT, Nov. 12.—Ex- Senator 
Thomas W. Palmer’s residence burned 
this morning. A large quantity of val- 
uable bric-a-brac, paintings and furni- 
ture was destroyed. They include the 
complete World's Fair record, the only 
one in existence, and scores of tokens 
collected during the Senator’s residence 
in Washington and Spain. The insur- 
ance aggregates $35,000.

SACRAMENTO, Nov. 12.—TJoday in 
the trial of Ivan Kovalev for the mur- 
der of Grocer Weber and wife, Mrs. L. 
E. Beesley, daughter of the murdered 
couple, resumed the witness stand and | 
proceeded with her identification of the 
clothing found in the rear of the build- 
ing where the murder occurred. Two

Maj. W. A. Anderson of counsel for 
the defense subjected the witness to a 
severe cross-examination, but as she 
had lived in the house in which the 
tragedy occurred-up to within a month 
and ten days of the commission of 
the murder, she was positive as to what 
clothing her father possessed. 

Luther Weber, a son of the murdered 
couple, described how he saw the blood 
dripping from the ceiling of the gro- 
cery store, and how he found the bodies 
of his parents. His father’s face was 
so mutilated with knife cuts that he at 
first was unable to recognize the body. 
The witness identified the ax with 
which his parents had been brained by 
the murderers, and the hatchet marked 
“S.P. Co., No. 3.” The ax belonged to 
his father, but the hatchet and the 
jimmy didn’t belong to the place. The 
witness positively identified the trou- 
sers and suspenders found upon Kova- 
lev’s person at the time of the arrest, 
as. having been the property of his 
father. 

The cross-examination failed to 
break down the testimony given on the 
direct examination by the witness, with 
one exception, and that was that the 
witness was sure of the identity of one 
of the shirts, but would not be will- 
ing to swear to the identity of the other. 

Senator Hart asked the witness 
whether he was willing to stake the 
life of the accused upon the accuracy 
of the statement that the trousers were 
made of the same goods as the coat 
and vest, and this question was ob- 
jected to by Dist.-Atty. Ryan. . 

Judge Johnson held that, while the 
Supreme Court had deprecated and 
condemned the use of such questions, 
he did not wish to make an erroneous 
ruling, of which advantage might be 
taken by the defendant’s attorneys, 
and he would allow the question to 
stand. 

The witness replied that he would be 
willing to stake the life of Kovalev on 
the accuracy of his statement. 

Then Hart put to the witness the 
question up to which he had been 
leading: Was the witness aware that 
it. was possible for another. and many 

have. been 
made out of the same kind of cloth? 
He admitted it was possible. , 

The most impressive incident of the 
trial occurred this afternoon when a 
middle-aged man; George H. Jost, told 
how, at 7 o’clock on the evening of De- 
cember 29, a few hours prior to the 
murder, he saw a man standing by the 
Weber gate.

A MEXICAN KILLED. 


Shot by an American for Cheating 
at Cards. 

(RFGTLAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

FRESNO, Nov. 12—An . unknown. 
Mexican was shot amd killed by a man 
named D. M. Blant at Work’s saloon 
in the mountains fifty miles east of 
Fresno, of Monday about 12 o'clock. 
The méen were gambling and Blunt ac- 
cused the xican of cheating. Blows 
followed and the Mexican pulled a pis- 
tol, but, as he fired, hjs arm was struck 
by a bystander and the bullet passed 
above Blunt’s head. 

Blunt then dodged behind the bar, | 
where he secured a pistol. The Mexi- 
can was hustled out of the door and it 
was thought he had gone away. In 
a few moments Blunt went out, and 
the moment he stepped from the door 
the Mexican opened fire again. Sev- 
eral shots were exchanged in quick suc- 
cession and at the end of the duel the 
Mexican was found dead with one bul- 
let in his shoulder and another squarely 
in the center of his forehead. 

The coroner’s jury made no charge 
against Blunt, but he and the witnesses 
came to Fresno today and the matter 
will be laid before the grand jury now 
in session. 


A MANIAC’S HOBBY. 


. Wanted to Marry Young Women or 
Kill Himeelf. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 
was a sharp and exciting struggle out- 
side of Judge Sanderson's court in the 
corridors of the City Hall when Edward 
Weir, a maniac, struggled with his 
keepers. He wrestled, punched and 
bit, but they suceeded in overpower- 
ing him and leading him again before 
the judge. Weir had made an attempt 
to escape from the cell in the Receiv- 
ing Hospital on Sunday night, but was 
caught in time by Assistant Steward 
Callihan. He told another patient in 
the ward at that time that he would 
never go to the asylum. The first wit- 
ness against Weir was Miss Connors, 
a pretty brunette. “The man came to 
my house,” she said, “to sell tea. He 
asked me to marry him as soon as he 
saw nie. He used to follow me around 
in the streets and scared me so that I 
.was ill. He would swear that unless I 
married him he would commit suicide. 
Then he would break down the doors 
and chase me into the house.”’ 

Col. E. A. Denicke told Julge Sander- 
son that his daughter Ida was sick at 
home in consequence of Weir’s perse- 
cution.. Weir, he said, followed the 
young lIady-around streets, called 
at her house, wrote h lent letters, 
and finally threatened to 1 her. 

Dr. Creely said Weir called on him 
and asked him to go to Miss Connors 
with a proposal of marriage. On Dr. 
Creely’s refusing to do so, Weir swore 
he would kill himself, but would make 
away with a few other people first. 

Judge Sanderson, on the report of 
the commissioners that the man was 
insane, committed Weir to the asylum. 
Weir is 28 years old.

The Wife of the Accused Murderer 
Gives Sensational Testimony.

VANCOUVER (B. C.,) Nov. 12.—At 
the assizes today the trial of John 
Smith for the murder of Benson was 
continued. The morning was taken up

She stated that 
improper relations had existed between 
her and Benson for two years; that on 
the day of the murder, Benson, who 
lived on a neighboring island, had come 
to see her and improper relations had 
taken place. Her husband had sur- 
prised them, and with a shingle mal- 
let had knocked Benson down and then 
repeatedly struck him. He then dragged 
him on to the bed and shut him up 
there. Benson’s groans could be heard 


for some time, but at night, when he 


was dead, she had helped her husband 
to. carry the body to the beach. He 
had then put the body in Benson's boat 
and cast it adrift. When she heard 
that the police were on the trail she 
burned the shingle mallet and also her 
husband's clothing and Benson's hat, 
which were blood-stained. Her hus- 
band had threatefied to kill her if she 
gave him away. 

In cross-examination witness's story 
was not shaken, and she maintained 
her composure throughout. Her hus- 
band, the accused, takes the matter 
very coolly and during the hearing of 
his wife's evidence displayed not the 
least. sign of nervousness.

TRANSMISSOURI LINES. 

The Union Pacific and the Western 
Passenger Axsociation. 
ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
CHICAGO, Nov. 12.—The adjourned 
meeting of the Transmissouri lines to 
determine the question of membership 
in the Western Passenger Association 
willl be held tomorrow. It is the gen- 
erally accepted opinion that the asso- 
ciation agreement would be accepted by 
ali of the roads and that the agreement 
would be in working order by November 
15, as planned. Now, however, there 
are grave doubts as to whether this will 
be the case. Some of the roads declare 
that the Union Pacific has matters that 
must be settled and that may disrupt 
the entire agreement as far as the 
Trantmissouri lines are concerned. In 
the first place, that road will not join 
an agreement unless all the other 
‘transcontinental roads are bound 

equally with itself. 

In addition to this there is the clause 
in the agreement that provides that in 
any case of any portion of a ticket 
reading through association territory, 
no matter what the point of sale or the 
point of destination, the road in the as- 
sociation’s territory over which the 
ticket reads is responsible for all the 
demoralization that may result inthe 
association territory. According to this 
provision, the Union Pacific would be 
resporsible for all the demoralization 
of transcontinental business that might 
come up if the other lines are not mem- 
bers of the association. The Union Pa- 
cific is ready to pool all its business to 
Colorado points, but it is ready to go 
no furthér. The Transmissuri lines 
may come into the Western Passenger 
Association territory tomorrow, but 
there are troubled waters for them to 
sail over before they get in. 


INDIAN EDUCATION. 


Superintendent Hailman Reports on) 
the Need of State Co-opration. 

(EGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—W. N. 
Hailman, Superintendent of Indian 
Schools, in his annual report discusses 
at some length the proposition to en- 
list the different States in Indian edu- 
cation. He says there is, in some 
cases, an unwillingness to admit In- 
dian children to schools attended by 
white children, and in some cases he 
thinks it might be necessary to con- 
tinue specific Indian schools for lim- 
ited periods. 

Superintendent Hailman states that a 
hearty co-operation was received from 
the State. superintendents of schools in 
California, Oregon, Washington, WNe- 
vada, Minnesota, Wisconsin and Iowa, 
and he believes that, in most of these 
States, it will be possible to transfer 
the work of Indian education to State 
authorities in a comparatively short 
period. Hailman discusses the difficul- 
ties which Indian children who have 
been at school encounter when they re- 
turn to the reservations and the squalor 
of Indian life. He thinks efforts should 

made to have agents put these iIn- 
dians in homes of their own, and exert 
every effort to prevent them from re- 
turning to their former mode of life. 

The transfer of pupils from reserva- 
tions to non-reservation schools has 
caused a great deal of trouble, and it is 
present laws so it will not be necessary 
to secure the consent of the parents of 
the children to make such transfers. 
The general condition of Indian educa- 
tion has improved, and the Indians 


themselves have shown interest in edu- 
cation. 


SANTA FE REORGANIZERS. 


A Meeting to Elect Officrs Will be 
Held Today. 

MEGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 12.—The Reorgani- 
zation Committee of the Santa Fe 
Railway Company will meet in this 
city today to name the officers and 
directors of the new company. It has 
not been decided yet who is to be se- 
lected as president. The most promi- 
nent are E. T. Jeffrey, now president of 
the Denver and Rio Grande Railroad 
Company, and D. B. Robinson, who has 
been acting president of the Santa Fe 
since the resignation of J: W. Rhein- 
hart. Jeffrey has the support of some 
of the foreign interests, but Robinson, 
partly on account of his many friends 
and his familiarity with the system, is 
preferred by American security hold- 
ers.

He became general manager 
of the Sonora Railway Company in 
Mexico in 1880, and since that time his 
service has been with the roads in tbe 
Southwest, part of the time with the 
Atlantic and Pacific and the Colorado 
Midland. He has been first vice-presi-

THE TEXAS INJURED. 


The Bottom of the Battleship in a 
Bad Condition. 

MEGULAR ASSOOIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—The bat- 
tleship Texas has come to grief at the 
drydock at New York and has sus- 
tained injuriés the exact extent of 
which is not known at present. The 
ship went into drydock a week ago to 
be cleaned and painted and to remove 
an accumulation of seaweed which had 
grown in the pipe gratings leading to 
the circulating pumps. On the &th 
inst. Capt.” Glass reported to the 
commandant of the navy-yard that on 
the regular weekly examination of the, 
vessel made that day, frames 43 an 
40 in compartment B were found to be 
distorted,apparently from the straining 
of the ship on the keel-blocks. No 
other evidence of straining appeared 
and an outside examination failed to 
show any evidence of damage. 

By direction of Commandant Sicard, 
Constructor Bowles made an examina- 
tion himself and on the 9th he re- 
ported that the Texas was resting 
easily and supported thoroughly in all 
respects. Still,’as a measure of pre- 
caution, six feet of water was let into 
the dock to lighten the load on the 
keel-blocks. On the 10th inst. further 
straining of the ship was reported, 
and then the dock was flooded to a 


depth of eleven feet, as far as the, 


water could be admitted without dan- 
ger of disturbing the position of the 
Texas on the blocks. Commandant 
Sicard called for a detailed account of 
the injuries sustained by the ship and 
in return received from the constructor 
areport stating exactly and by number 
the injured frames and where they 
were located. 

This report was transmitted to the 
Navy Department with the statement 
by the commandant that no delay in 
the work then progressing on the ship 
would ensue and that the straining ap- 
peared due to the weight of the ship 
on the keel-blocks. The department 
was not altogether satisfied and has 
now called for still further particu- 
lars, rerarding the report so far made 
as preliminary. 

It appears from these reports that 
twenty-one of the bottom frames and 
the brackets of the Texas have buckled 
from a quarter of an inch to an inch 
and a half, while the cement lining of 
the double bottom is cracked in many 
places. Whether it will be necessary to 
undertake to repair these frames and 
remove the dents in the bottom “cannot 
be told unfil a further examination is 
made, and to do this it may be neces- 
sary to remove all the weights of the 
ship in order to draw off the water 
safely, otherwise the strains might 
again become excessive, and irrepar- 
able injury follow.~ 

In the absence of full details, which 
must, in the end, be gathered by a spe- 
cial board, the department officials are 
not disposed to place the blame for the 
accident upon Constructor Bowles, as 
he has the reputation of. being one of 
the best dockmen in the navy. Instead, 
there is a belief that the Texas was too. 
lightly built to stand her own weight 
while in dock, and if this should be the 
case it would cost a large sum of money 
and much time to straighten the hull. 
The vessel was built on plans purchased 
from England, and it is said the de- 
partment officials were of the opinion 
from the first that they were defective, 
in that too much strength has been sac- 
rificed in order to save weight, and 
make the vessel float at the calculated 
displacement.

JAPANESE EVACUATION. 
It Will Take Piace from Port Arthur 
in February. 
MEGUTLAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—The pur- 
pose of Japan is to evacuate Port Ar- 
thur and the Liaio-Tung Peninsula by 
February 16 next, which is three months 
from the date of the payment by China 
of the 30,000,000 taels agreed upon for 
the evacuation. While three months 
is fixed as the time within which the 
evacuation may be made, it is probable 
that the Japanese will not take the 
limit of time, but will set about retir- 
ing from Port Arthur immediately 
upon the payment of the 20,900,000 taeis 
on next Tuesday, as the cost of main- 
tenance of the army is very heavy. It 
is also a further feature of the treaty 
for the surrender of Port Arthur that 
its evacuation by Japan shall not be fol- 
lowed by a cession of the fortress to 
any other power. An unofficial state- 
ment to this effect has been made, and 
it is credited here, but the Japanese 
legation has received no official ad- 
vices. 

Late mail advices to the legation sat- 
isfy the officials that the rebellion in 
Formosa is over, and that the rebel 
leader has surrendered. He offered to 
make a conditional surrender some time 
ago, but the Japanese would not give 
conditions to the rebels. Since then the 
officials believe that he has ylelded un- 
conditionally, and that the war or re- 
bellion is at an end.

PREPARATIONS BEING MADE FOR 
MACADAMIZING STREETS. 


Body of a Man Supposed to Have 
Been Mardered Found Near Rin- 
con—Home of E. A. Herriman De. 
stroyed—K nights EntertainBrig.- 
Gen. Nichols. 


RIVERSIDE, Nov. 12.—(Regular Cor. 
respondence.) The work of getting out . 
rock for macadamizing is about to com. — 
mence in earnest on the north hill. The 
rock-crushing plant is in place, the 
finishing of the bins being under the 
supervision of Capt. Vosberg. Above 
the engine and boiler-house will be 
placed a 6000-gallon tank, lately pur- 
chased by the trustees, so located as 
to run the oll from the boiler by. force 
of gravity. Rock will be run into the 
crusher from the feeding bin above the 
crusher, and, as the rock is crushed, it 
will be carried by an endless chain 
elevator to the receiving bin, from 
whence it will be distributed to six 
other hopper-shaped bins. From these 
the teams hauling the rock will be 
loaded. The chute carrying the rock 
from the elevator is so arranged that 
it will grade the different sizes of rock 
much as oranges are graded. Slosson 
& Mcintyre, who have the contract for 
quarrying the rock, are getting their 
tools and material on the ground t y 
for commencing operations, and 
street railway people will commence 
laying a track from the crusher over 
the hill to the quarries, No. 1 and No. 
2, tomorrow. Ere long Fairrnoun Hill 
will be a scene of great activity.

COUNTRY VERSUS CITY. 


The more rapid growth of cities than 
the rural portions of our country show 
is a matter that is attracting public 
attention, and grave fears are enter- 
tained by many as to the effect of this 
upon ‘our national life. 

Perhaps in no State of the Union is 
the drift of population cityward greater 
than in Massachusetts. As we learn 
from a recent census report, published 
by the Massachusetts Labor Commis- 
sioner, the State has increased her 
total population over 28 per cent. since 
1885, but the gain is entirely confined 
to the manufacturing towns and cities. 
The pretty villages that used to hold 
so much of the charm of life, and the 
smaller country towns as. well, are 
generally stationary or else have lost. 
population. 

This drift of population fgom the 
country increases the hardships of 
those who cling to it, and their bur- 
dens are proportionately greater. Upon 
the few rest the responsibility of mak- 
ing the country attractive. Abandoned 
farms are not inviting and vacant 
homes have a dispiriting effect upon 
the imagination. Improvements must 
necessarily be fewer and the social life 
less attractive. Yet the agricultural 
population is that upon which the 
whole country depends for its prosper- 
ity. Limit that, and we limit the adq- 
vancement of the whole. , 

_ Where farmers are few and the pop- 
ulation is scattered the people suffer 
from want of good roads, pleasant so- 
good schools and 


communications and the facilities for 
travel.

tention to the social side of life. The 
country wants libraries, good schools, 
roads, neater villages, better 
postal communication, and more steam 
or electric railways. The isolation of 
country life must be removed. Elevat- 
ing amusements must be introduced, 
and the people must meet together 
more frequently for educational and 
other purposes. In winter the associa- 
tion of farmers’ families is difficult, 
almost impossible, because the average 
country highway is in a wretched con- 
dition. Great economic changes come 
slowly. There will be a time when the 
tide of population will begin to flow 
from the cities back to the country. 
Very ~cheap land will sooner or later 
allure the city man. That period may 
be so far in the future as to be of no 
concern to the present generation. The 
present problem of the countryside is 
to hold its own against the glamor of 
city life. 

“It may be an exaggeration to say 
that it would be better for the United 
States if the training of ninety-nine 
out of every hundred college students 
were Abversed from the present forms 
to methods directed toward teaching 
the cultivation of the soil, but it is 
true that educated country gentlemen 
are more needed here in New England 
and throughout North America than 
any other requirement for a substantial 
and prosperous civilization. it would 
at least be an interesting experiment, 
and one worthy of the consideration of 
those numerous wealthy men who are 
constantly giving money for educa- 
tional purposes, to found a university 
as great as the new one at Chicago 
for the sole purpose of educating young 
men and women to be tillers of the 
soil and workers on farms, plantations 
and ranches.” 

There is more truth in this than fic- 
tion, and it is a matter worthy of 
thoughtful consideration. We need to 
educate our young men and women for 
the practical duties of life, and to make 
farming as attractive a profession as 
that af medicine or law, or anything 
that confers a-degree upon its etudents. 
When the great text-book of nature is 
better understood we shall know how 
to live better, and shall have better 
health and more creature comforts, and 
the charm of life will not all be cen- 
tered in the murky atmosphere of the 
city, but it will be found equally in 
the broad expanses where are culti- 
vated fields, great orchards and refined 
social intercourse in rural homes. 


When the Cleveland administration 
came into power, a great cry was 
raised about “fraudulent pensions,” 
and some 4500 veterans had their pen- 
sions suspended without warning and 
without. being afforded a fair oppor- 
tunity to make a defense. All but 294 
of these pensions have since been re- 
stored, investigation showing that 
nearly all were honest claims, and 
that the Democratic pre-judgment of 
them as fraudulent was grossly un- 
just and unwarranted.

A Display that Was Second Only 
to the Marriage of the Duke 
of Mariborough and Miss. 
_ Vanderbilt. 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

NEW YORK, Nov. 12.—One of the 
principal society events of the year, 
second in interest and magnificence 
only to the recent Marlborough-Vander- 
bilt alliance, was the marriage of Miss 
Pauline Payne Whitney to Almeric 
Paget, which was celebrated at noon to- 
day in St. Thomas’s Church, in the 
presence of a distinguished company of 
guests, including” President Cleveland 
and Secretarics Lamont and Herbert. 

The bride, although yet very young, 
has been known in the society of this 
country and Burope for two years past. 
She is the daughter of Hon. William C. 
Whitney, who was Secretary of 
Navy in the first Cleveland administra- 
tion, and who is one of the weajthiest 
men in New York. Additional interest 
has been centered upon the bride be- 
cause she is heiress to several millions 
from her father and more from _ her 
grandfather, Henry B. Payne of Ohio, 
the oll megnate. The groom is & young 
Englishman who came to this country 
several years ago, and has acquired a 
large business in real estate in St. Paul, 
where he will reside with his bride. He 
is from one of the oldest and  best- 
known families of England, and is the 
youngest son of the late Gen. Lord «l- 
fred Paget, who was personal aid-de- 
camp to the Queen and grandson of 
the first Marquis of Anglesea. 

The patent of nobility to the family 
was granted in 1550. An older brother, 
Col. Arthur Paget, in 1873, married an 
American girl, the daughter of the late 
Mrs. Paran Stevens of New York.

THE RING HUMBUG. 


Horse Sense is What Sam Davis 
Thinks the Newspapers Need. 


(San Francisco Call:) The experience 
of the last few months with a couple of 
windy prizefighters, known as Corbett 
and Fitzsimmons, ought to teach the 
press of the United States a little «.m- 
mon horse sense, regarding the way 
their columns have been systematically 
worked by the people who make their 
living out of pugilism. Of late years 
the ring has become an immense 
money-making concern, and through 
the slick operations of crafty managers 
the papers have been made to do the 
work gratuitously of getting vast 
crowds together to witness these events, 
by which the managers and principals 
are able to realize large fortunes. It 
seems hardly fair that men engaged in 
honest, square commercial pursuits 
should be obliged to pay good, round 
rates to the newspapers for advertising 
their business when men who are out- 
side the pale of the law and engaged in 
violating the statutes of the State in 
which they operate should be constantly 
kept before the public and given hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars’ worth of 
free advertising per month. _ 

If prizefighting is to become a na- 
tional pastime, as there seems much 
likelihood of its doing, the newspapers 
and the public should insist upon the 
pastime being brought under such reg- 
ulations and restrictions as’ govern 
other public sports. TForseracing, foot- 
ball, bicycle tournaments and baseball 
matches are obliged to conform to cer- 
tain rules established for their guid- 
ance, but your prizefighter is a free- 
and-easy g0-as-you-please fellow, whose 
only object in life appears to be to 
make as much money as possible by 
studiously avoiding to practice the call- 
ing which he claims to follow. Corbett 
has lived and waxed fat financially as 
a professional pugilist, yet he has not 
struck a blow in the ring for many 
years, and whenever an opportunity 

presented itself for a fight his man- 
ager has managed to dexteriously avoid 
or postpone the event. In the old days 
of the prize-ring the pugilist who main- 
tained his hold upon the public was 
obliged to get into the arena every few 
months and lick somebody, or he was 
considered a back number, but in these 
days the pugilists who do the least 
fighting seem to stand at the top of the 
profession. The main reason of this is 
that as soon as a prizefighter wins a 
battle of any importance he is picked up 
by some manager and placed on ‘the 


stage. 

The legitimate actor who by years 
of careful study and hard training is 
able to appear satisfactorily in dra- 
matic representations is obliged to pay 
for this advertising, but the profes- 
sional pugilist, who uses the stage for 
the double purpose of making money 
out of a gullible public and avoiding 
the actual encounter in the ring, 
given two or three columns a day 
whenever he appears in.a new town. 
Th idea possessed by newspaper pro- 
prietors that everybody is hankering 
after this kind of news, and a profes- 
sional rivalry in getting it, may ac- 
count for a good deal of the sporting 
slush which washes through the col- 
umns of the press from New York to 
San Francisco. If the newspapers by 
common agreement were to treat pugil- 
ism like any other business enterprise 
and charge all mariagers of prizefight- 
ers the regular advertising rates, the 
entire fraternity of pugs would soon 
quit the business, and it would die out 
altogether. The following- rules and 
regulations suggest themselves as ap- 
propriate: 

First—A champion of any class must 
ee three months or give up his 

t. 

Second—Pugilists going on the stage 
should be considered as having retired 
from the ring forever, and theatrical 
managers employing them should be 
charged double rates for advertising. 

Third—No mention. whatever of any 
prizefight to come off should be made in 
any newspaper except on three occa- 
sions. (a) when the forfeit is posted; 
(b) when the stake money is all up, (c) 
when the fight occurs. 

All other mention of any kipé 
connection with the affair spéuld ft 
charged for at regular ertising 
rates, payable in advance. 

If these few simple rujfs were en- 
forced by the newspapersf the crowd of 
rough brutes and humbugs who are 
now making money out \pf the pugil- 
istic eraze would drop into‘absolute ob- 
scurity. In cases out pu- 
gilists who make matches to come 
at some indefinite future time never pit 
up-a dollar, and haven't the slightest 
intention, when they make the majfh, 
of engaging in a fight if they capyspos- 
sibly avoid it. Corbett and Y sim- 
mons have humbugged the newspapers 
into giving them nearly a mifion dol- 


lars worth of free advertising up to 
date, and, having they 
wanted, are now praying t 
thorities will be on hand time to 


prevent them from getting into the 
ring. The authorities appear to be in 
the push to help advertise the alleged 


fights, and the-game goes merrily on 


accordi to their desires.

MRS, MOONEY’S COUP. 


SHE DID NOT HORSEWHIP LORD 
SHOLTO DOUGLAS. 


Bat Succeeds in Ending Lady Doug- 
las’s Engagement at the Bur- 
bank Theater—His Lordship’s 
Threat to Shoot His Wife. 


Lady Sholto Douglas did not appear 
on the stage of the Burbank Theater 
yesterday evening as announced in the 
bills. As a consequence her engage- 
ment with the Frawley Company is 
canceled, and Her Ladyship is free to 
seek employment elsewhere whereby to 
earn bread and butter for herself and 


her ‘titled but otherwise | insignificant 
husband. 


All this change of programme is due. 
to the visit of Mrs. Mooney of Oakland, 
mother of Lady Douglas, to Los Ange- 
les, with the avowed purpose of horse- 
whipping her insolent and worthless 
son-in-law. Mrs. Mooney did not chas- 
tise His Lordship, but her coming has 
raised an awful rumpus, and just what 
the final outcome of all the trouble will 
be is hard to foretell. 

It was about the middle of the after- 
noon when Mrs, Mooney presented her- 
self at the box office of the Burbank 
Theater and asked where she could see 
Lady Douglas. Manager Cooper, who 
happened to be in the box himself, at 
once recognized the inquirer as Her 
Ladyship’s mother. Mr. Cooper said he 
did not know where Lady Douglas was 
at that moment, but that she would un- 
doubtedly be at the theater during the 
performance in the evening. Mrs. 
Mooney said she guessed she would 
wait, and with grim determination sat 
down to the siege. 

Presently Lady Douglas rode up to 
the theater on a bicycle. Greetings be- 
tween the mother and daughter were 
cordial. Lord Douglas himself soon ap- 
peared on the scene, but so far from be- 
ing horsewhipped his mother-in-law 
beamed upon him while he paid his re- 
spects as was becoming of the husband 
of her daughter. The trio then repaired 
in company to the Ardmore Hotel at 
Sixth and Broadway, where His Lord- 
ship engaged the best room in the house 
for his respected mother-in-law. 

» They had not been long at the Ard- 


more, however, before Mrs. Mooney as- 
serted her authority. She 
precious son-in-law that she had come, 
not to horsewhip him, but to take her 
daughter home unless he treated her 
better in future, and likewise showed 


told her 


proper respect for herself (Mrs. 
Mooney.) Lord Douglas waxed wroth 


at this, and when Mrs. Mooney in- 


sisted that Lady Douglas should not 


go back to the theater until her terms 


were complied with, His Lordship com- 
manded his better half to let her 
mother go to the demnition bowwows 
and fly with him to their own lodgings 
at the Hotel Livingston. Lady 
Douglas demurred and said she elected 
to remain with her mother. . 

Lord Douglas then seized the’ lady 
and by sheer force dragged her from 
the room and down stairs. In the scuf- 
fle Lady Douglas lost her purse con- 
taining $20, which she was afterward 
unable to find. Finally, to avoid a 
further scene, and after Lord Douglas 
had threatened to shoot her if she did 
not.accompany him, Her Ladyship bade 
her mamma good-by and was dragged, 
rather than escorted, by her wrathful 
husband, up Sixth street and down 
Hill to the Livingston. 

Mrs. Mooney, being left alone in a 
strange city without any one to con- 
fide her woes to, went out upon the 
etreet to tell her troubles to a- police- 
man. She met Officer Fowle, to whom 
she introduced herself and related the 
stormy scene at the hotel. She wanted 
to know whether the officer could not 
arrest Lord Douglas for carrying a 
concealed weapon.

“Oh, he always carries a gun,”  ex- 
claimed Mrs. Mooney, “but I believe 
him to be too cowardly to use it, even 
if he did threaten to shoot my daugh- 
ter.”’

Mrs. Mooney continued her walk up 
town.- At Fourth and Spring streets 
she met Officer Redfern, to whom she 
told substantially the same story. Fur- 
ther on she met Seret. Jeffries, who 
also was regaled with the irate Mrs. 
Mooney’s tale of woe, including her en- 
tire family history, an account of the 
birth and bringing up of her eleven 
children, and her desertion by her own 
worthless husband, who left her to live 
bg another woman, “California fash- 
on.” 

To all these officers and reporters who 
interviewed her, Mrs. Mooney said she 
had no objection to her daughter re- 
maining on the stage, but she did ob- 
ject to her supporting her husband, 
who had nothing but his title, in idle- 
ness. Besides, Lord Douglas, since his 
marriage, had written her very inso- 
lent letters, which she would give to 
the press unless he came to terms. She 
said the scurrilous letters were evoked 
because she had dunned him for money 
advanced for the expenses of his bridal 
tour. After his wife Went to work and 
gave him all the money she earned, 
Mrs. Mooney thought His Lordship 
could pay back the loan, but, instead, 
se wrote her letters, which, if published, 
Mould stamp him as a blackguard, 

Vhen the curtain for “Moths” was 
rung up at the Burbank Theater last 
evening, Lady Sholto was in her dress- 
ing-room as usual, preparing for her 
little song and dance between acts. Mrs. 
Mooney presented herself at the stage 
door, and, brushing past the attend- 
ants, was soon in her daughter’s room, 
insisting that she should not go on 
with the performance. The stage man- 
ager ordered her to leave, whereat 
Lady Douglas fired up and said: 

“Where my mother cannot remain, I 
will not stay, either.” 

Donning her street dress she left the 
theater, and Manager Frawley there- 
upon telephoned the newspaper offices, 
ordering her name taken out of his 
company’s advertisements. 

Fortunately, the play of “Moths,” as 
presented by the Frawley Company, 
was s6 fascinating that Lady Doug- 
las’s little interludes were not missed. 

Lady Douglas and her mother re- 
turned to the Ardmore, and fifteen min- 
utes later Her Ladyship bade her 
mother goodnight and went to her own 
apartments at the Livingston. Mrs. 
Mooney retired to her room to rest, and 
gave instructions that she should not 
be disturbed by reporters or any one 
during the night. 

Lord Douglas was in the bar-room of 
the theater quenching his thirst when 
he learned that his lady had left the 
theater in a huff. He rushed home at 
once, and when seen by a reporter late 
in the evening was in the sulks, and 
declined to talk, save to mutter impre- 
cations at the luck which brought his 
mother-in-law down here to spoil the 
whole business, when his wife had such 
a good engagement, and they were 
“getting along so swimmingly, bah 
Jove, don’t cher know.” 

Manager Fred Cooper of the Burbank 
Theater, during the evening, expressed 
himself as being glad to be rid of the 
Douglas outfit, and a general air of re- 
lief seemed to pervade the theater. The 
knowing ones, however, winked the 
akar eye, and said it was but a new 
advertising dodge, and Lady Douglas 
would perhaps get a more lucrative en- 
gagement in San Francisco, as the re- 
sult of the notoriety gained here.

Eastern parties, whose names are with- 
held, are said to be ready to supply the 
needed transportation, and that only a 
few trifling details remain to be dis- 
posed. of before the arrangement is 
consummated. 

The proposition is to carry the oil by 
rail to tidewater, presumably San Pe-. 
dro, whence it will be carried north- 

in a tank barge towed by a tug- 
boat. The tank barge, for which ar- 
rangements are being made, will have a 
carrying capacity of 10,000 barrels. It is 
claimed that the oil can be thus moved 
to San Francisco for about 35 cents a 
barrel. 

It is estimated that there are now in 
store-in Los Angeles about one hundred 
thousand barrels of oil. If the barge 
line becomes a fact, and the surplus 
production is disposed of, producers may 
expect higher prices for their oll. 

It is understood that ground will be 
broken today for the new refinery of the 
Puente Oil Company at Puente.

SAFE-BLOWERS BAGGED. 


CLEVER WORK OF DETECTIVES 
AUBLE AND RAWLEY. 


Capture of the Burgiars Who Robbed 
the Safe at Barbank Station 
‘and Attempted Several Jobs in 
This City. 


The safe-blowers who have been 
operating in Los Angeles and vicinity 
for several weeks past are safe behind 
prison bars, thanks to the clever work 
done by Detectives Auble and Hawley. 
Not only are they behind the bars of 
the City Jail, but so conclusive is the 
evidence obtained against them that it 
is certain that they will within a very 
short time be in State’s prison, which 
will not be a new experience for them, | 
for both are ex-convicts. 

One of the prisoners is Gus Armin, 
a German, 48 years of age, who has 
spent twenty years of his life in the 
penitentiary, being sent up twice from 
Sacramento, the first time in 1874, and 
once from San Jose, each time for bur- 
glary. In twenty-one years Armin has 
had only one year’s freedom, 

George Hatfield, alias Swan, has also 
done time in San Quentin. He is a 
younger man t':an Armin and has not 
been associated with him tong. Hat- 
field was caught in the act of robbing 
the store of 8. Griswold, No. 342% East 
First street, e night the latter part 
of last week. He was examined in thé 
Police Court Monday and held to an- 
swer the charge of burglary, in $3000 
bail. Hatfield did not make a full con- 
fession to the detectives, but they 
wormed enough information out of 
him to learn that he had a pal and 
that they were jointly responsible for 
the series of burglaries committed or 
attempted in this vicinity within the 
last fortnight. With this clew to work 
upon, the detectives last evening 
bagged Armin as he was on the point 
of attempting to rob _ the principal 
estore in the village of Downey. 

The detectives got on Armin’s trail 
yesterday morning and followed him to 
Downey. He carried with him a hand 
satchel containing a bottle of nitro- 
glycerine, a big ball of putty, dynamite 
caps, fuse, drills and as complete a set 
of burglar’s tools as was ever invented. 
He had placed his valise in the gutter 
at the back of the store which he _ in- 
tended to rob, and was getting ready 
to do the job when the detectives gath- 
ered him in. 

On the way back to the city, Armin, 
seeing that the officers had a dead 
cinch on him, confessed everything. He 
admitted that he and Hatfield blew 
open the safe at Burbank station on 
the Southern Pacific, twelve miles 
north of the city, about two weeks ago. 
They got just 80 cents for all their 
trouble.

ANNUAL REPORTS. 


The City Officials Must File Them 
Next Month. 


Scinc of the city officials have already 
started the preparation of their annual 
reperts. It is required by ‘the city char- 
ter that each of the city officers shall 
fle with the City Council on or before 
iis regular meeting on the second week 
in December the report of his depart- 
ment for the year ending November 30. 

The Chief of Police has issued in- 
structions ‘the members of the police 
force to make report to him of the va- 
rious saloons in the city on their sey- 
eral beats, the houses of assignation 
and their occupants and other particu- 
lars in that line. They are not required 
to make report of the lodging-houses 
as on previous years. 

‘Phe municipal reports have not been 
printed since two years ago. ‘Some or 
the reports last year were not filed. un- 
til several months after. the requirea 
time, and so it was impratticable to 
have them printed, for, having been so 
long delayed, they had lost their fresh- 
ness.

ACCEPTS THE FRANCHISE. 


Herman de Laguna Acts for the New 
Telephone Company. 


Herman de Laguna has filed for pres- 
entation to the City Council his ac- 
ceptance of the telephone franchise 
which was Iet to him by the Council 
Monday.

license at Sycamore Grove on Pasa- 
deua avenue. 

An application of Milton Coombs for 
appointment on the force was filed. 

The special committee on proposed in- 
crease of police force reported veroally, 
having conferred with the Finance 
Committee of the City Council relative 
to the matter, and it was developed taat 
the city’s funds would not permit an 
increase of the force at present.

ANNUAL REPORTS.” 


The City Officials Must File Them 
Next Month. 


Scic of the city officials have already 
started the preparation of their annual 
repcerts. It is required by ‘the city char- 
ter that each of the city officers shall 
fle with the City Council on or before 
its regular meeting on the second week 
in December the report of his depart- 
ment for the year ending November 30. 

The Chief of Police has issued in- 
structions to ‘the members of the police 
force to make report to him of the va- 
rious saloons in the city on their sey- 
eral beats, the houses of assignation 
and their occupants and other particu- 
lars in that line. They are not required 
to make report of the lodging-houses 
as on previous years.

ACCEPTS THE FRANCHISE, 


Herman de Laguna Acts for the New 
Telephone Company. 


Herman de Laguna has filed for pres- 
entation to the City Council his ac- 
ceptance of the telephone franchise 
which was let to him by the Council 
Monday. 

The bond which accompanies the ac- 
ceptance is in two parts. One part is 
for $10,000, the sureties being C. KE. 
de Camp for the full amount, and 8. C. 
Dodge and John Rebman for $5000 each. 
The other part is for $1500, and the 
sureties on it are Mr. Dodge and Mr. 
Rebman. 

Mr. de Laguna said yesterday that 
he has 1100 subscribers for the new 
telephones, and intends to ask the city 


authorities” to furnish a list or the 


places where the eighty telephones to 
be furnished under the franchise free 
to the city are to be located. The 
agent of the company will thereafter 
be able to make estimates of quantities 
of wire and other articles desired. 
The question was put to Mr. de 
Laguna as to who were the backers of 
the enterprise, but he declined to say.

Cc. J. Beyd Fatil« to Recover His 

Jewelry. 

Justice Young's court has been the 
scene of muth hilarity in its time, but 
it is safe to say that never, during the 
trial of ahy case, was more mirth ex- 
cited than yesterday, when C. J. Boyd, 
a sentimental grass widower, made a 
frantic but ineffectual effort to recover 
a gold watch and a ring set with one 
ruby and six pearls, value $4, which he 
had givén to Miss Mabel Jones in the 
fervor of love’s young dream. 

Mies Jones, a blooming young woman 
of 21, was an interested spectator of 
the earlier proceedings, and her laugh 
rang out with the frankest enjoyment 
of the scene, as Boyd, perched on the 
lonely elévation of the witness stand, 
related his tale of woe. 

H. H. Appel, Esq.. was Miss Jones's 
attorney, and Mr. Holloway did his best 
in behalf 6f the love-lorn widower. 
Boyd told his tale of woe at consider- 
able length and with much pathetfe ex- 
pression, and seemed to consider him- 
self vety badly used. He related the 
circumstances cf his first meeting with 
Miss Jones, and the rapid growth of his 
passion, which culminated in repeated 
proposals of marriage, and in the gift 
of the contested jewelry. Mr. Boyd 
stated that he had annexed a condition 
to the gift, viz., that if Miss Mabel, 
after mature consideration, decided that 
she did not care to share his fate for 
better or worse, she should return the 
jewelry. She gave him the cold shoul- 
dér, but did not restore the portable 
property, so he wanted his jewelry back. 

When Mr. Appel took the witness 
there ensued a period of much joy for 
the spectators. When Mr. Boyd's let- 
ters were produced and read aloud, 
with pungent comments by Mr. Appel, 
even the court lost its judicial gravity 
at intervals, and #ehared in the irrepres- 
sible laughter of the onlookers.

spair, but the singer evidently pulled 
himself up at every recurrence of the 
refrain, and reflected upon the folly of 
his ways, mourning in this wise:

Although My Poor hart wanders on, 

Where Ever she may be.”’ 

When poesy failed of its effect, Boyd 
tried prose, and in a caloric epistle ad- 
dressed to ‘My dearest and only love.” 
he assures her of his undying affection 
and makes a !ast effort to win her 
over, winding up with, “If you feel you 
can drop all and love me as you ought, 
I will wade through Blood for you. and 
I know you will have a happy home 
and a husban that would Die for you,” 
and signing himself “As ever your own 
Intended H.”’ 


By the next epistle a change had evi- 
dently come over the spirit of Boyd's 
dream, for he assures her that, if she 
does not return that watch and ring, 
he will make her more trouble than 
she has ever had in her life, and that 
he does not propose to “stand it’ any 
longer. The chief anxiety expressed by 

yd appeared to be about the watch 
and ring, but he Sandwiches in a large 
dose of very unsentimental rage at 
Miss Mabel’s treatment of him 

The young woman sent a spirited re- 
tort, assuring her e] erly lover that

A Shrewd One. 


A suit filed yesterday by Thomas 
McWebb against James 
shows an amount of alleged sharp prac- 
tice on the part of the defendant cal- 
culated to turn the milk of human 
kindness into a severe cage of curds 
and whey. 

Mr. McWebb ts an infirm 61d mah of 
72, homeless, and now possessing but 
little means, and of an unsuspecting 
disposition. He formerly lived in Caro. 
Mich., and while there, deeded to his 
married daughter, Mrs, Emma H. 
Ewing, his farm, containing eighty 
acres, receiving a trust deed in return. 
Neither deed was placed on record, and, 
in November, 1894, Mr. McWebb came 
to Los Angeles. Soon after,-he alleges, 
his daughters husband  purloined 
the deed made to her and placed it 


| upon record, subsequently mortgaging 


the property in question for $2000 

Mr. McWebb met. Mulkey about a 
month after he camé@ to California, 
and, after the trouble with Ewing, the 
old man confided his woes to Mulkey’s 
sympathetic bosom. Mulkey promptly 
offered to go after Ewing and settle 
the affair, and Mr. McWebb gave him 
a power of attorney 4uthorizing him 
to act with full authority tn his stead. 
Mulkey did not go, however, and, in 
May, Mr. McWebb indorsed two notes 
of $1150 and $220, which he held against 
Ewing, and gave them to Mulkey, at 
his request, besides an account-book, 
and abstracts of title to property in 
Michigan, Illinois and Minnesota, Mul- 
key agreeing to act as Mr. McWebb’s 
agent in the East. 

On October 12, 1895, Mulkey induced 


McWebb to go into partnership 
ith him, the object of the partnership

ostensibly being to estaDlish a Califor- 
nia exhibit of fruits, nuts, wines and 
cereals at St. Louis, for the purpose of 
attracting individuals and colonics to 
settle in California, when the partners 
here. could unload real estate upon the 
guileless strangers at fancy prices. 

Muikey .had many projects in view 
besides the exhibit, among them a new 
kind of cement for pipes, burial cas- 
kets, etc... and a plan for going to Japan 
and illustrating American’ § industries 
there. The exhibit scheme was the 
best, however, and the partnership was 
formed. 

Instead of going to St. Louis, Mulkey 
opened a luxurious real estate office in 
the Bryson Block, and when Mr. Mc- 
Webb” attempted to interfere, he was 
met by a clause in the agreement 
which provided that Mulkey alone 
should direct the affairs of the firm. 
Mr. McWebb soon tired of this and has 
now brought suit for dissolution of 
partnership and a general settling of 


affairs. 


The Pico Hair Chain. 

That unfortunate hair-chain of old 
Gov. Pio Pico’s is again a subject of 
litigation, and has again been awarded 
to Senora Joaquina Pico de Moreno by 
Judge Van Dyke. This old watch- 
chain, which her father wore until the 
time of his death, has been awarded to 
Senora Moreno once by Justice Young 
and twice by Judge York. As Judge 
Van Dyke has again given her the 
valueless memento, which has_ been 
such a bone of contention, and ap- 
parently a species of Naboth’s vineyard 
to Alfredo Pico, it is to be hoped that 
she will be allowed to remain in peace- 
able possession of it hereafter. 


Never Had a Dog. 

Judge Noyes of Riverside yesterday 
tried a case that was set for Depart- 
ment Six, as Judge Noyes replaces 
Judge McKinley on the bench of that 
department during the absence of the 
latter in trying a case at San Diego. 
Department Six being yet occupied with 
the damage suit, Judge Noyes ad- 
journed to Department One, which was 
temporarily vacant. 

The case on trial was the damage suit 
brought by W. T. Maurice against 
Frederick and Charlies F. Maeder, to 
recover $10,000 damages on account of 
injuries sustained from the bite of a 
vicious dog, owned by the defendants.

Mr. Maurice refuted one 
part of the denial by exhibiting the 
sear left by the bite, and it now re- 
mains to be proved that the dog be- 
longed to the Maeders.

The child herself, when put 
upon therstand on Monday, broke down 
and cried piteously when she attempted 
to give her testimony, but yesterday 
she was calmer, and told her story 
without fearor hésitation, and withevery 
evidence of truth, although she was 
too young to understand the nature of 
an oath. 

The case will go to the jury today.

She 
was gay and talkative during her ex- 
amination, and seemed not to realize 
the gravity of her position.

Certainly, crimes 
against young girls arr nowhere more 
common than right here in Southern 
California, and it is to be hoped that 
the strong arm of the law may succeed 
in affording our young daughters at 
least an equal protection to that pro- 


| vided by a discriminating nature in the 


case of their less-favored sisters of 
other climes. 


It was with mingled feelings of re- 
gret and admiration that we read the 
paragraph the other day in The Times 
entitled. “‘A Modern Solomon.” It 
seems one vaquero knocked another 
down and stamped ail over his face 
with his spurs. The Arizona Judge or- 
dered the culprit to pay for the repairs 
to the other’s face, and costs. This 
verdict shows how really simple it is 
to mete out justice, anyway. In the

second Day’s Session of the Associa- 
tion of Reform and Labor Clubs.

The theme for discussion at the Civic 
Parliament in Unity Church yesterday 
afternoon was the liquor question. 

The meeting was called to order by 
Rev. I. E. Wright, who introduced the 
chairwoman, Mrs. R. M. Kenney, with 
the remark that she represented a no- 


bie cause, having for its motto. “For 
God and Home and Every Land.” 
Mrs. Kenney responded to Mr. 
Wright's words: “We not only have 
that for our motto, but we have a 
watchword, ‘The Saloon Must Go,’ and 
we expect to live to see the day when 
the saloon is no more.” 
After an earnest prayer by Rev. J. H. 
Harwood, F. M. Porter opened for the: 
affirmative in a discussion on “Prohibi- 
tion vs. State Control.”” The speaker 
was of the opinion that the only mat- 
ter worth speaking of in connection 
with — liquor question, wae the best 
admits y for the evils which every one 
ts follow in the path of the liquor 
raffic. When the State controls the 
Giliness it becomes the silent partner 
and, in time, freezes out its active part- 
ner and the business becomes a part of 
the political machinery of the State 
government, The speaker favoréd pro- 
hibition because it was right and was 
a complete remedy. State control does 
not remedy. It is a makeshift and an 
excuse for not doing a disagreeable 
duty. Gov. Tillman of South Carolina 
said that prohibition was intended to 
make men virtuous. This.is a mis- 
take. It is to protect society. Inci- 
dentally, by the removal of temptation 
and changes in the environments of 
men, they may be made virtuous. The 
average citizen would find it very dif- 
It to understand why the State 
uld be permitted to do what an in- 
dividual could not do. About 500,000 sa- 
n-keepers and 750,000 bar-keepers 
ould become government employees 
under a state-control system. This 
would not remove the liquor influence | 
from politics—it would simply’ substi- 
tute a new form of corruption. Dis- 


and teach that liquor-sellthg is respect- 
able. State control lacks moral enthu- 
siasm. 

Rev. I. E. Wright followed in favor 
of State control, and said that the idea 
among engineers used to be that a rail- 
road could not be ..built except in a 
straight line. This view was all right 
until it was necessary to reach the top 
ofa hill. It then suddenly dawned upon 
railroad men that a curved track would | 
wind around the mountain and finally 
reach the top with an easy grade. Re- 
publican governments are ruled by the 
majority, but the minority has rights 
which should be respected. Thirty-six 
years of labor by the Women’s Chris- 
tian Temperance Union in California 
has failed to secure prohibition, and the 
consumption has steadily increased.

- CLEAN PAPER MONEY. There is 
nothing nonsensical in the prejudice 
Californians have against paper money. 
Apart from the “ct that California has 
always been, as might be said, ona me- 
tallic basis, and that bank notes have 
never beer current, there is over and 
above that an absolute dislike against 
paper money, and when it comes in 
the form of a dirty ragged bank note, 
reeking, sibly, with all sorts of con- 
tagion, the dislike ceases to be a pre- 
judice. It becomes a well-founded ob- 
jection which any and all persons are 
justified in holding. The Bankers’ £n- 
cyclopedia draw’, in its last issue, very 
marked attention to this matter. It 
says: “If the people really knew how 
many persons had caught some sort of 
disease from handling paper money, 
which had previously been in the pos- 
session of sufferers from some con- 
on, they would demand a radical 
change in the policy of the government 
toward old greenbacks and bank notes.” 
It advises the adoption of a rule by the 
United States Treasury not to permit 
it any sub-treasury to pay out,to banks 
or persons any but ne greenback 
notes and that nation banknotes 
which. have been in use should be re- 
placed by new ones. It cites the rule 
in use at the Bank of England, that 
none but new bills are paid out over 
its counters, and then adds: “The 
United States Treasury should do as 
much for the American people as that 
bank does for the people of Great Brit- 
ain.” It closes with a suggestion that 
some member of Congress take this 
matter in hand at the coming session, 
that as a sanitary precaution the ex- 
pense consequent thereon should not be 
considered, and that in any case the 
expense would be small. 


MISSOURI'S NEW BANKING LAW. 
Speaking of the new bank-law of Mis- 
souri, the News of St. Joseph prints 
an interview with a capitalist of that 
city, showing how it is having the ef- 
fect of. wiping out a number of wild- 
cat concerns. “Under the old law,” 
Says the News, “many confidence

positors’s money came in it was used 
in speculation or in any other way the 
bank officials saw fit.

HONEY CROP. This year’s crop of 
honey in Southern California, while not 
in quantity more than an average one, 
is considerably above the average in 
quality. A large quantity of what is 
dealt in here in Los Angeles comes 
from Riverside and San Diego counties, 
and some from Arizona. It includes 
orange-blossom, alfalfa seed and sage 
honey, and also, in the clarified form, 
what is known as amber honey. While 
the local consumption of honey is said 
to be on the increase, over 80 per cent. 
of the total crop is sent East, where 
it is better appreciated than it seems 
to be here. It is a matter of surprise 
to many that more honey is not con- 
sumed in California. It is nourishing, 
and an excellent diuretic, while it is a 
veritable Balm of Gilead to those hav- 
ing weak lungs. The only person who 
has any just grounds to cry out against 
honey is the man or woman who hap- 
pens to have decayed teeth. Talks 
with honey-dealers on Los Angeles 
street show that prices this year will 
not exceed those of last year. 


BANANAS, The banana season is 
fairly on it legs, and shipments are 
arriving rapidly. ‘“‘Bananas are stead- 
ily growing in favor with the people 
of Southern California,” said a repre- 
sentative of the Germain Fruit Com- 
pany today, to a Times reporter. “Our 
imports,” he continued, “have gone un 
increasing year after year, but we are 
never at a loss to find ready sale for 
them. Prices are a shade lower at 


present than they were a few years ago. | 


but this year’s prices will not show 
much change from those of last season.

LEATHER AND HIDE TRADE. 
There does not, on investigation, seem 
to be much basis for the report that 
reached here some days ago, that the 
United States Leather Trust had or- 
dered the closing of 100 tanneries, 
thereby throwing 15,000 men out of em- 
ployment. 

e Shoe and Leather Review, speak- 
ing on the matter, says: “As a matter 
of fact, production at the yards con- 
trolled by the big corporation (the 
United States Leather Company) has 
been curtailed for many weeks past.” 
This has, however, been sufficient to 
create some disturbance In the leather 
and hide trade, and prices, especially 
in the latter, have undergone several 
fluctuations during the last few days. 
Manager Bergin of the Los Angeles 
Soap Company, which is, perhaps, the 
largest handler of green and dried 
hides in Southern California, said to a 
Times reporter: 

“Yes, the hide market cannot be said 
to be ‘hide-bound’ at the present time. 
It has been making some extraordinary 
Jumps during the last weeks, mostly 
of a downward character. For instance, 
there was yesterday,” he continued, 
“two drops during the day of % cent 
each. Prices are as low now as they 
will probably get for some time to 
come.” Yesterday quotations on this 
market were: Sound dry hides, 12 cents 
per pound, as they run; sound dry kips, 
9 cents, and sound dry calfs, 14 cents 
per pound. This is an average of from 
3 to 4 cents a pound less than prices of a 
month ago. 

With the exception of a very small 
number, all dry and green hides are 
sent from here to the East. There are 
no tanneries here to use them. The 
shipments average about 4500 dry and 
green hides a month, of which 3000 come 
from Los Angeles, the remainder from 
San Bernardino and other interior 
points. The average weight of South- 
ern California hides is: Dry, 23 pounds; 
green, 50 unds. The average 
monthly value of the shipments is about
